Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 1184, 26 USPQ2d 1057, 1059 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Even though the Figure 4b of the specification provides for 
rotating the roll in a clockwise direction one of ordinary skill in the art would not interpret the rolled item as rolled in a counterclockwise 
direction. The language "rotated in a direction opposite a direction of rolling of the item" (claim 1, lines 13-14) would seem to convey a 
rotation in the opposite direction. The interpretation of how the item is rolled as viewed from the inside outwardly or outwardly in gives 
two separate meanings to the claim. One of ordinary skill in the art would be expected to interpret the claim as the examiner did and not 
rely upon the specification for determining an unorthodox interpretation of the added claim language. 
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
